LATE  REGISTRATION  FEE— An  extra  fee  of  $1.00  will  be  charged  for  each  day  after  the 
first  day  classes  are  scheduled  to  meet. 

Entered  as  second-class  matter  at  the  post  office  at  Memphis,  Tennessee.  Published  four  times 
per  year — May,  August,  December,  and  April. 
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ADMISSION:  Former  students  who  have  not  attended  Memphis  State  University  since  the 
Summer  Session  of  1956  should  notify  the  Records  Office  of  their  intention  to  re-enter,  in 
order  that  registration  material  may  be  prepared  in  advance.  Students  who  enrolled  in  the 
Fall  Semester  of  1956  or  later  do  not  need  to  notify  the  Records  Office  of  their  intention  to 
re-enter.  Their  material  will  be  ready  at  the  hour  designated  for  registration. 

BEGINNING  FRESHMEN  must  clear  admission  requirements  with  the  Registrar's  Office  as 
follows : 

( 1 )  A  completed  application  form. 

( 2 )  A  transcript  showing  high  school  graduation. 

(3)  Advanced  deposit  of  $20.00. 

TRANSFER  STUDENTS  must  clear  admission  requirements  with  the  Registrar's  Office  as 
follows : 

(1)  Admission  credentials  for  juniors  and  seniors  must  be  on  file  in  the  Registrar's  Office 
on  or  before  August  24,  1957. 

(2)  Advanced  deposit  of  $20.00  on  or  before  August  24,  1957. 

When  admission  requirements  have  been  completed  a  card  of  admission  will  be  issued.  This 
card  should  be  presented  at  the  time  of  registration. 

VETERANS  attending  under  Public  Law  16  or  346  get  their  veteran's  file  approved  by  the 
Office  of  Veteran's  Affairs  before  they  pick  up  their  registration  material.  They  will  be  given 
a  sheet  of  instructions  concerning  registration  procedure.  Korean  Veterans  should  also  report 
to  the  Office  of  Veteran's  Affairs  after  fees  have  been  paid. 

WITHDRAWAL:  A  student  may  withdraw  from  the  University  by  advising  the  Dean  in 
writing.  Failure  to  give  official  notice  of  withdrawal  will  result  in  a  grade  of  "F"  in  each 
course  for  which  the  student  is  registered.  Students  who  withdraw  after  October  25  will  have 
their  courses  recorded  as:   WP-Withdrew-Passing,  or  WF-Withdrew-Failing.
